WASHINGTON EXPECTS 
NOTE EARLY MONDAY 


Communication Will Be 
Given Immediate Atten- 
tion by Harding and 
Hughes, Dispatches Say. 


Berlin, April 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The German coun- 
ter proposals on reparations were 
presented to Lilis Loring Dresel, 
the American charge commission, 
this evening and were immediately 
transmitted to the United States. 

The cabinet discussed the pro- 
posals with the reichstag leaders 
until midnight and then resumed 
the session at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 


Germany's reparations note to the 
United States was held up Sunday 
because, apparently, the cabinet 
members believed they were not of- 
fering enough to constitute a basis 
of negotiations in the view of Pres- 
ident Harding. 

Just as the note setting forth 
Germany’s estimate of what she can 
pay, was reported ready to dis- 
patch to Washington, there was a 
hitch and a new conference of cab- 
inet leaders in Wilhelmstratte was 
called. 

Trouble With Document. 

The trouble with the document 
was, according to the report, most 
generally credited, that it did not 
go far enough. The cabinet mem- 
bers were suddenly overtaken by 
the realization that the terms they 
were proposing would not impress 
President Harding as being gener- 
ous enough to form the basis far 
discussion—hint of which was car- 
ried in Harding’s communication to 
the German government. 

Independent socialists and 
munists who attempted to start de- 


com- 


‘bate in the reichstag yesterday aft- 


ernoon relative to the German cab- 
inet’s appeal to Washington were 
decisively defeated. The reichstag 
voted to postpone discussion until 
the latest German proposals were 
in the hands of President Harding. 

The two radical parties were 
alone in their attempt to heckle the 
government leaders. After listen- 
ing to Chancellor Fahrenmbach and 
Foreign Minister Simons, who spoke 
for the government, the reichstag 


adjourned until Monday aftergoon. 


It is understood that when it con- 
venes the government's case will 
be presented by Dr. Simons. 


EXPECTED TO REACH 
CAPITAL TODAY. 

Washington, April 24.—Germany’s 
latest reparations proposals” are 
expected to reach Washington early 
tomorrow and to be given immedi 
ate consideration by President Har- 
ding and Secretary Hughes. 
sIt is understood that jf the pro- 
posals were outlined in substance 
in the communications said to have 
been exchanged between Berlin and 
the allied capitals today there will, 
perhaps, be no acti&n for the Unit- 
ed States to take inasmuch as Pres- 
ident Harding already has refused 
to act as mediator in the contro- 
versy. 

Should the proposals be of such 
a nature, however, as to warrant 
the United States, it is 
understood it will be taken only 
after consultation between Secre- 
tary Hughes and the allied diplo- 
matie representatives here. In his 
last communieation to: Berlin Mr. 
Hughes made it perfectly plain that 
he would undertake to lay Germa- 
ny's before the allied 
governments only “in a manner ac- 
ceptable to them.” 

Without Information. 


The state department tonight was 
without official information as to 
the character of the communication 
which the Berlin foreign office was 
reported in press dispatches as hav- 
ing handed today to Loring Dresel, 
American commissioner at the Ger- 
man capital. Meantime all com- 
ment with regard to the whole sub- 
ject of reparations was withheld. 

The German answer to Mr. 
Hughes’ memorandum of last week 
expected during the aft- 
ernoon and some officers of the 
state departunent remained on duty 
‘to receive it. No plans had been 
made, however, to transmit it to 
Secretary Hughes. It was assumed 
that the memorandum was put on 
the cables at Berlin tonight and 
that :t would reach the state de- 
partment the first thing tomorrow. 
It will be laid before the secretary 
of state immediately after it is de- 
coded, 

COUNTER PROPOSAL 
LENGTHY ARTICLE. 

London, April 24.—The German 
counter proposals, says a dispatch 
to the Central News from Berlin, 
are very long. The first part is 
in the nature of a protest, but in 
finality they are appreciably nearer 
a fuller realization of the allies’ 
standpoint. The German cabinet to- 
day unanimously accepted them, the 
party leaders learned the text late

EXPERTS FORESEE 
NEED OF GERMAN 
COMMERCE PROBE 


State Department Prepar- 
ing to Harmonize Eco- 
nomic Views of America 
and Allied Nations. 


TEUTONS RAPIDLY 
RECOVERING TRADE 


American Imports: From 
Germany in 1920 Nearly 
Nine Times Those Re- 
corded During 1919.

Washington, April 24.—With the 
state department ready to receive 
Germany’s new proposals on repa- 
rations. and expecting them hourly, 
economic experts in the American 
government foresee a situation 
which wih demand full investiga- 
tion into Germany’s ability to pay 
the allies. 

Receipt of the new German pro- 
gram is expected to be followed by 
a series of informal! discussions be- 
tween America and the allies, dur- 
ing which they will seek to con- 
clude definitely the sum Germany 
can pay. 

Secretary Hughes promised he 
would consider forwarding the Ger- 
man terms to the allied gevernments 
in a manner acceptable to them. In 
view of this qualification, and the 
fact that America desires a reopen- 
ing of negotiations on a new basis, 
state department officials are pre- 
paring for the necessity of harmon- 
izing American economic views with 
those of the Mlies. 

In this connection considerable 
attention is being paid‘ to figures 
prepared by the department of com- 
merce, which show the rapid in- 
crease in American purehases from 
Germany and reflect the quick re- 
covery of German industry. 

American imports from Germany 
in 1920 #vere nearly nine times as 
great as the imports of 1919. 

Figures Insignificant, 

Goods which the United States 
bought from Germany in 1920, ac- 
cording to department of commerce 
reports, were valued at $88,836,280, 
as compared with $10,608,141 in 1916. 
Although the 1920 trade was not 
Quite half the value of pre-war 
commerce. it is considered signifi- 
cant in view of labor troubles, fue] 
shortage, export restrictions and 
other factors which have hampered 
Germany in her industrial recoverW 

The figures are believed to con- 
tain a two-fold significance, for 
they not only indicate the rapidity 
of German rehabilitation, but they 
represent inroads upon American 
manufactured products, both in the 
domestic market and in foreign 
fields where the United States and 
Germany are competitors. 

Potash fertilizer material, val- 
ued at $21,042,623, form the largest 
group in American imports from 
Germany in 1920. Ranking second 
are chemicals, valued at $6,797,843, 
of which $2,110,025 represented coal 
tar dyestuffs. In dyestuffs itis 
sgen already that American manu- 
facturers are failing to hold the 
market which they hoped to build 
up while German competition was 
cut off during the war. 

Germans Underselling. 

From Europe, South America and 
Asia comes reports of German man- 
ufacturers underselling the sales- 
man of America, Britain, France 
ani Japan. 

All these phases of Germany's in- 
dustrial comeback are expected to 
be taken up in settling the repa- 
rations figure, including the achive- 
ments which are credited to the 
new German trusts and syndicates. 

American economic experts are 
expected to take a somewhat par- 
adoxical view, holding that Germa- 
ny must be allowed to develop her 
export trade, thus insuring her 
ability to pay reparations, despite 
the competition which she may of- 
fer to American and allied foreign 
trade. In this connection, the 
question of imposing a tax on Ger- 
man exports is foreseen as one of 
the chief points of debate between 
America and the allies. 

With the receipt of the new Ger- 
man reparations proposal, the ques- 
tion “How much can Germany 
pay?” will come to a head and, ac- 
}cording to the view here, will cen- 
ter around an investigation into 
Germany’s economic condition. 

The export figures compiled by 
the commerce department also show 
that America has been buying beet 
sugar, toys, cotton goods, furs and 
aluminum from Germany in increas- 
ing quantities. 

An inquiry into what these im- 
ports signify will form a part of 
the preliminary conversations be- 
tween America and the allies and 
will reach furthert development 
when this government names an 


official representative on the rep- 
arations commission, it is stated

Paris, April 24.—Queen Elizabeth, 
of the Belgians, newspaper corre- 
spondents in Brussels declare, proved 
her democracy when she cast her 
first vote in the communal elec- 
tions, taking her turn with poorly- 
dressed citizens of Brussels and re- 
fusing to accept “a better place in 
the line’’ which was offered to her. 

The queen, L’Intrasigeant§ says, 
was plainly dressed, wearing a black 
hat. a plain dress and a mantle of 
silver fox furs. She voted in a 
schoo] in the precinct of the palace, 
and was sixth from the ballot box 


when she was discovered. 

Bareheaded market women sought 
to withdraw and offer her their bet- 
ter positions, but she declined, tell- 
ing them: 

“I will wait my turn like every- 
body else. Iam here as a citizeness, 
doing my duty,’ 

Then, after dropping her ballot 
in the box, she made a smiling exit, 
stopping on the way to kiss a little 
Belgian boy and his sister, 
manner of a true American politi- 
cian.

Declaring that he had in his pos- 
Session evidence indicating that at 
least three negroes have been killed 
on a plantation in a south Georgia 
county operated in the same man- 
ner as the famous John S. Williams 
“murder farm,” Vincent Hughes, 
head of the Atlanta federal bureau 
of investigation, announced Sunday 
night that his agents will leave 
Monday to conduct a thorough probe 
of the charges. 

Governor Hugh M. Dorsey stated 
that, while none of the facts in the 
new case had been referred to him

operate with the federal officials in 
bringing about an immediate probe 
of the alleged second “murder 
farm,” and would confer with the 
county authorities as soon as pos- 
sible.

READY FOR SENATE 


Knox Measure to Be Re- 
ported This Week—The 
Emergency Tariff Bill 
Delayed Ten Days.

Washington, April 24.—The Knox 
peace resolution, declaring at an 
end the technical state of war €x- 
isting with Germany, will come %e- 
fore the senate this week. 

The committee on foreign rela- 
tions, meeting Monday, is ready to 
report out the resolution favorably 
Without delay. It is expected de- 
bate on the senate floor will begin 
at once. The resolution, as it wili 
be reported out, will differ sligthly 
from the original draft: Senator 
Knox has made alterations t» mike 
more specific the section providing 
for the retention of Austro-Hungar- 
ian property sequestered by the 
alien property custodian. 

Representative Porter, chairman 
of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee, is to introduce another res- 
Olution in the lower chamber, but 
the senate is to be permitted to 
take the lead. The Porter resolu- 
tion will be the same as the Knox 
in principle, but will be slightly dif- 
ferent in some of its phraseology. 

The emergency tariff bill, which 
it had been expected would be re- 
ported out by the finance committee 
for consideration this week, prob- 
ably will be delayed for ten days. 
Differences have arisen over the ex- 
change valuation and anti-duniping 
sections of this measure, which will 
j Meveesrtate executive sessions by the 
‘committee for the purposes of mak«- 
ing revisions. Questions have arisen 
not only over the practicabiiity cf 
aiministering “these clauses, but al- 
over the wisdom of adopting 
them at all. They are e27tain to 
draw fire when the bill is before 
the senate, but it is not believed the 
opposition will ‘be sufficiently for- 
midable to cause defeat. 

The immigration restriction bill, 
passed by the house, wiil be con- 
Sidered by the senate committee 
and reported out favorably with- 
out delay. The committee on edu- 
cation and labor expects to take 
favorable action on the Sheppard- 
Towner maternity bill, and to begin 
drafting a bill for creation of a de- 
partment of public welfare, in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of Presi- 
dent Harding.

What is the harm in giving a 
healthy little girl aged four, sips 
of beer or wine?

My dad has to answer such ques- 
tions every day, and he can’t find 
the answers in the “authorities” 
either, because all the textbook 
stuff published by doctors who con- 
sider themselves specialists on in- 
fant feeding is obsolete; indeed, the 
very doctors who wrote it no longer 
Trou- 
ble with medical textbooks is that 
they so often become obsolete be- 
fore the ink is dry. I don’t mean 
to imply that medicine is galloping 


ahead at such a tremendous rate, 
but merely that a good many pon- 
books issued «five and ten 
years ago were written aroynd te|] 
antiquated notion that a cPild or) 
boy is a sickly, morbid institution | 
and requires invalid diet.

No parent fit to care for a baby 
will permit the baby to have tastes 
or sips of any drug, be it tea, coffee, 
cocoa, tobacco, alcohol, morphine, 
strychnine or what not. Children 
under sixteen years of age have no 
need for tea or coffee: and in 
father’s judgment they have no 
need for cocoa until after the age 
of twelve years. Tea, coffee and 
cecoa are cerebral, heart and kidney 
stimulants, varying in degree of 
action on these organs: children re- 
quire no stimulation and are fre- 
quently seriously harmed by such 
drugs.
